“It is therefore 4 very essential service which should be given resources to 
expand to enable the workshop to render gore services to member States, both 
signatory and non-signatory,” he added.

(Text) The Royal Swasi National Airways Corporation received approval to begin 
flights to Seychelles with effect from May 1. 


A Ministerial delegation, led by the Minieter of Works, Power and Communications, 


Dr. Geogea Leibrandt recently completed agreements on bilateral iesues in 4 meet- 
ing which was held in Seychelles. 


The agreements were signed and submitted before parliament by Dr. Leibrandt for 
approval. The Swazi Wational Airways will fly once 4 week, on Tuesday, from 
Mateapha to Madagascar and finally to Seychelles and will return the following 
day. 


The Chief Executive Officer at the Royal Swazi National Airways, Mr. D. Langeler, 
said means have also been secured to increase the number of flights to Madagas- 
car in addition to the once a week trips. The airwaye will now fly there on Tues- 
day and Saturday, returning on Wednesdays and Sunday, with effect from the let 

of May. Presently, the only trips are on Tuesdays. 


Explaining thie move, Mr. Langeler eaid that it has been necessitated by the 
large number of passengers going to Madagascar. 


The Swazi Airways will aleo, with effect from the beginning of next sonth, begin 
making additional flights to Salisbury on Mondays. Currently, the trips take 
place on Thureday, coming back on Fridays. 


The approval of the Swaziland and the Zimbabwean ~ vernments for the airways to 
embark on these additional flights has been seen by Mr. Langeler as «a demonstra- 
tion of their desire to promote airlinks between the various African countries.

ROONOMIC CHAOS VIPWDD AS LASTING UNTIL 1985 OR LATER

{Text} Landioeked in the heart of Africa, the 2 sillion Central Africans are being 
confronted with increasingly gloomy daily news. And the middie-term future is no- 
thing to be elated about; the Central African Republic's economic situation has ai - 
ready gone beyond the “alarming” state. 


Transiated inte numbers, the finding is unappealing: the per capita GYP [gross na- 
tional product) has been regularly declining by diy per year since 1973. A 
shock that is al! the sore painful because during decade of 1960-1970, the aver- 
age income of the Central Africans was increasing, in good years or bad, by 2 to 

5 percent. No one makes any aystery of this in i; the country's productive 
machinery and administration are “in complete disorganization”, say the capitei’s 
economic circles, “as 4 result of the absurd sanagement by the former bmperor 
Bohasea, who was simply looting the country’s resources.” it is in fact 4 heavy leg- 
acy. in September 1979, at the time of the coup d'etat, the ruin of the distribution 
channels was complete, bringing with it an almost total cessation of agricultural 
production, the peasants being no longer able to sell their products. The absence of 
ahy sensible financial management policy and the generalized corruption in public 
services are therefore reaching the utmost summits. 


Changing the Customs and Taxation Systems 


Under these circumstances it is not surprising that none of the large balances are 
observed. The balance of payments, which was positive until 1976 (4.7 billion CPA 
francs), has been in constant deficit since then (1.9 billion in 1977; 1.6 billion 
in 1979 and ewen more in 1980). Por its part, the national debt amounts to 

55 billion CPA francs. As for the budget, this year it was set at 26 billion CPA 
francs, or 4 wery appreciable reduction (less 2 billicn CPA francs in current 
money) below the preceding fiscal year. On this subject, moreover, it must be es- 
tablished that the operating budget is largely devoted to civil service salaries 
and thet without massive aid from a foreign country, Prance in this case, the coun- 


try would be in @ state of bankruptcy. 


The adortion by President Dacko in November 1980 of an ant series of measures 
to reduce the budgetary deficit by aaking more rations mumber of people in the 
civil service and the army, and changing the customs and taxstion systems, has been 
ineffective. The economic situation continues to deteriorate. 








These global smbalances if the Central African economy are only the reflection of 

the sectoral difficuities. in @ country in which the primary sector--that is to say 
~ ot red te “mebililcs ever 80 percent of the active population and, with forest ex- 
pieitation supplies over 40 percent of the gross domestic product, the cont inued 
disintegration of the agricultural sector enewmbers any hope of adjustment, Of course 
agricultural products continue te supply the essential part of export revenues thanks 
te the industrial crops (eeffee, cotton, tobacco, wood), But in cireumstances which 
are continually deteriorating there, too. Thus, the revenues derived from the ex- 
ploitation Of wood fell 20 percent between 1978 and 1970. And 1980 will not see the 
trend reversed, 


More worrisome for the future, the low per-hectare yield, lower by half than the con- 
tinent's average, aithough it is not yet resuiting in serious food problems, is 
favoring the fural exodus, in combination with the disorganization of the marketing 
channels. The food crop situation, except for rice, which is steadily increasing, 
is in facet of concern: production of cassava, corm of peanuts is growing less rap- 
idiy than the population, 


in the 1980-198) Heonomic Adjustment Pian, the rural sector is the beneficiary of a 
third of the programmed investments. One might think this remedy inadequate; cot- 
ton production, for example, has falien back to the level of the 1930's. The only 
positive aspect of this sector is the creation of an §,000-ton sugar complex, ex- 
pandabie to 16,000 tons, and the resumption of palm-tree planting in the Bossongo 
paim grove. The secondary sector is no better off. With the exception of diamonds, 
and the experimental uranium deposit at Bakouma, 411 mining and industrial activity 
is in free fail. The overall turnover of the firms inventoried has declined by 

5 percent per year in current money in recent years. 


in all, according to the specialists, the plunge into economic chaos that began in 
1973 snould be perpetuated until 1985, if not longer. Hope for improvement comes 
above ail from realisation of the 1981 financial adjustment program, improving the 
running of publicly-owned firms and resuming investment. in short, the CAR must 
play the card of the most absolute stringency. And the social consensus and polit- 
ical stability are imperative if the international soney-lenders whose contribution 
is vital in the present situation are to regain confidence and play the game.

By doing this the PPO placed limits on the other opposition organizations, which for 
the most part have denounced the frauds. 


in reply to this crossfire of attacks, but aise because he is aware that the opposi- 
tion if waiting for the legislative elections to take its revenge, President Dacko 
is attempting to establish his authority a8 soon as possibile. 


This is undoubtedly the objective of the congress of the Central African Democratic 
Union in power, Sut the new government gust still quickiy reestablish 4 brighter 
economic situation. 


Mr David Dacko, elected president of the Republic on 15 March after two years of 


“provisional” power, is currentiy proceeding vigorously to take the machinery of the 
state into his hands again. 


While the new prime minister, Simon Narcisse BSorange was presenting to him, on 7 Ap- 
ril, his entire government, Bangui, the capital, was welcoming, on 7 and & il, 

the first extraordinary congress of the party in power, the Central African rat- 
ic Union (UDC), whose president and founder is Mr Dacko. 


A good and loyal pupil, Mr Bozange indicated that the governmental team of which he 
is the head is immediately going to get to work on the basis of the economic and so- 
cial program presented by the chief of state in the electoral campaign. According 
to Mr Borange the government has “decided to transiate the broad outiines of this 
program into deeds.”

Another subject on which Dawid Dacko has often attacked, and over which he intends 
to keep sole control is foreign policy, notably the special ties with Prance. To 
many Observers David Dacko’s victory is above aii the wictory of Paris, which car- 
ried him to power in 1979, thanks to “Operation Berracuds,” which overthrew Bokassa. 
“Those who condemn Prance are surrendering to sterile propaganda,” said Mr Dacko, 
who however has not ruled out 4 poteatial revision of a11 or part of the cooperation 
agreements between the two states.

not accept the papers.” 


Speaking in Kiewahili, Mr Odinga said: “I have come to present my papers so that 
Il can contest the Bondo parliamentary seat." 


Anewered Mr Tipis: “Take these to the national organizing secretary at Kenyatta 
Conference Centre.” 


Mr Tipie added: “There is no change in the way we process these things. This 
is just like the national elections. I cannot accept the 1,000/- at this time 
until you get a certificate of clearance from the party headquarters. 


"If you do not get Munoko, hand the papers to the party general secretary, 
Mr Robert Matano.” 


Meanwhile, Mr Odinga had not resigned from his post as chairman of the cotton 
board.

Nr Jakob Storase, Norad’s resident representative in Nairobi, eaid the Kenyan 
policy wae good ae it would “reach poorest of the poor.” 


The fish-precessing complex aleo has ite avn ice-meking machinery. So far ice 
for fishing activities in Turkana hed to be obtained from Nairobi. 


The ides of developing fishing in Turkana was conceived in the 19606 when the 
eres wae hit by drought and foo!’ relief had to be rushed there. 


The authorities were keen to tind local sources of food and fish proved to be the 
anevwer. The Turkana, traditionally, are not fieh-eatere. The authorities have 
to teach hew to fieh and edwoate them on ite food value ae 4 source of protein. 


At the time, Nored provided initial assistance of Sh. lS—million to initiate 
fishing plane on the leke. A beginning wes thus agade. A boat, hooks and other

[Text) Seven members of the Basutoland Congress Party (BCP) who arrived here 
last week from self-imposed exile in Tanzania have disassociated themselves from 
the so-called Lesotho Liberation Army. 


The men Ramaele Mokobokoa (51), Mabiteo Malefane (32), Lethueang Mafies (36), 
Mathaha ‘Musi (61), Malefeteane Mokhethi (39), Archibold Sechaba Mokoma (49) 
and Sekhonyana Mokhethi (51), said in an interview here at weekend that their 
return home was on their own free will and desire for peace. 


They said they left the country in 1974 after an abortive coup to overthrow the 
Government by force, for Botewana, where they met other BCP members. 


On arrival there, they were inducted for military training in Lybia under the 
guise of the Pan Africanist Congrese (PAC) which had established relations with 
the Lybian Government for the training of ite military personnel. 


They said in Lybia they were taught how to use pistols, long range guns and how 
to make handgrenades and bombs. After completion of their training in 1975 they 
returned to Tanzania via Uganda. 


The returnees said while in Tanzania they quarreled with the PAC leadership which 
wanted them to join ite forces to fight in South Africa. They said they were 
imprisoned in Dar Fe Salaam following the quarrel and after their release the 
PAC could not accept thes. 


After discussions with the Tanzanian Government they were referred to the United 
Nations High Commissioner for Refugees.

(Text) The probleme generated by the introduction of territorial and local 
administrative reform were the gain thrust of the local elected officiais' 
activities during the official vieit of the Chief of State to Sine-Saloum. The 
sinister of the tnterior, Mr Medoune Pali, gave ue 4 presentation of the reforms’ 
constraints, the deficiencies in their implementation and the drastic measures 
that would be needed in order to attain their etated objective, namely the 
people's self-rule. 


The ainieter of the interior, in appreciation of the refore introduced to take 
effect ae of July 1982 in the Thies region, characterized it as “the boldest 
initiative, the gost opportune one since independence.” “It's a real revolution,” 
he emphasized. After reviewing 411 the reforms undertaken in order to bring the 
goverament closer to the governed, Mr Pall expressed the opinion that it is 
impossible to imagine economic and social development without popular impetus. 

The purpose of administrative refors is therefore, according to hia, to promote 
responsible participation on the part of the populations concerned. it is in 

thie epirit, he added, that the Pour Year Plan for economic and social development 
was broken down according to region, and that measures of deconcentration and 
decentralization were adopted. 


The reform has now been extended to 411 the regions of the country except East 
Senegal. According to Mr Medoune Fall, the government is in the process of 
carrying out studies focused on extending it into this region in July 1982. In 
that way 411 the national territory will be sub-divided into rural communities or 
districts. The adminietrative district chiefs will aleo disappear at that time, 
Being replaced by sub-prefecte, who in time will become civil administrators. 
These sub-prefecte represent the government's authority in the grase-roots 
communities for the follow-through on development actions and to assist them in 
4 great sumber of waye. The sinister of the interior specified that most of the 
aub-prefects' activities at the lowest level are tempered by the concern not to 
bear down too hard on the local e’ ected officials who still lack some of the 
trainine needed to fully represent the government authority. According to Mr 
Medoune Fall, the sub-prefect is at the disposal of the local elected officials 
to help chem with their tasks. Nonetheless he remains under the authority of 

the government hierarchy, the prefect, the governor and the ginister of the interior.

The intreduction of administiative fefor@ has ceftainly brought about many 

problems of implementation, One might cite the example of the conflict of authority 
between the sube-prefect and the local elected officials, After mentioning that 

the sub-prefects are subject to regular contfel, the @inieter of the Laterior 
emplhasi¢ed that those among them who render the feflorms meaningless afte severely 
reprimanded, The minister made it plain the greatest difficulty of implementation, 
involving the abuse of authority, is cireumvented by an almost systematic checking 
procedure, 


Today the problem of implementation that causes the @ost concern is the one 
concerning utilieation of the rural tax. Up to now the rural tax has been used 
only for Lavestment requirements, operation of infrastructures being Left to 

the State. Because of various financtal of administrative constraints the State 
may be unable to honor ite commitments. in this particular case the rural community 
with resources at ite disposal does not have the right to use the funds to operate 
the infrastructures that are often essential to the proper development of the basic 
community. The rural communities ask for 4 revision of thie arfangement so that

in conclusion the @inieter of the interior emphasized how vital it is that the 
individuals chosen to head the basic communities should be competent and aware 
of the role entrusted to them. Moreover he announced that he was prepared to 
listen to any local elected official having problems with his sub-prefect.

{[Text) Lax iomigration laws have been tightened to discourage the recruitment of 
expatriate workers. 


In future, employers wanting to import ekills will first have to convince the 
Government of their needs before advertising for staff. 


The Minister of Manpower Planning and Development, Mr Frederick Shava, said last 
night that this was aimed at protecting job prospects for Zimbabweans. 


"The Government has been looking at the immigration laws and it is clear to us 
that they had flaws and shortcomings which have now been sealed," he said. 


Mr Shava said the necessity of certain workers remaining in the country was be- 
ing examined, adding that they could remain once it was established no locally 
trained people were available. 


Mr Shava said it was intended that Zimbabwe would only take expatriates on the 
condition that their Governments agreed to train Zimbabweans to take their place 
towards the end of their stay. 


"These people will come under prevailing local conditions and pay. They will be 
expected to spend their money here,” Mr Shava said. 


In this way the Government hopes to steer Zimbabwe companies away from the temp- 
tation of the illegal transfer of their assets through dubious contractual arrange- 
ments. 


Mr Shava explained that there had been cases of contract workers in Africa accept- 
ing a $60 000 agreement and a sub-contract for $2 500—their actual pay--enabling 
the employer to transfer cash out of the country. 


"Transfer pricing has killed a lot of Third World nations, resulting in millions 
of dollare of hard currency being sucked out. If the Government here ever dis- 

covered that this was happening, they would have more than my Ministry concerned 
about it," he said.
